King was killed April 4, 1968, as he stood on the sec- 
ond floor balcony of the Lorraine Motel. James Karl Kay 
pleaded guilty to the murder and currently is serving a 99- 
rear sentence at Brushy Mountain Prison in Petros, Tenn. 

In recent years, however, Kay has maintained he did 
net kill King, and followers of the slam civil rights leaner, 
other black officials and Ray's attorney, Mark Lane, have 
demanded that Kay be tried for the murder.
